Pakistan President Vows to Help Stop 
Terror Attacks in Afghanistan 


In the years before 2001. the 
1 hilled States did not even have 
diplomatic relations with the 
country and its conservative 
lalehan government 
Bui when lire lalehan refusal 
to surrender the leaders of al- 
Qaida. blamed for catastrophic 
terror attacks on the United 
States, U.S. threes teamed up 
with dissident Afghan militias 
to overthrow the regime 
Since then. Washington has 
been a chief donor to the new 
government, and its troops 
have acted as Kabul's 
protectors while the new 
National Army is trained and 
equipped. 

■'ihe international forces in the 
country have brought 
Afghanistan its sovereignty 
back, have brought 

Afghanistan back as a nation- 
stale that is moving toward 
being able to stand on its own 
feet," said Mr Kar/ai 
Bui others arc not so sure.

Now in these situations as we are moving 
toward a great success, which is the 
selection of the President for the tirst time:

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Kami, Musharraf Unite On Terror 



President Hamid 
Karzai and Pakistani 
counterpart Pervez 
Musharraf have met 
in Islamabad to 
discuss terrorism 
and economic issues. 
A statement said that the 
leaders "reiterated their 
common commitment to fight 
terrorism". 

Mr Karzai is on a two-day tnp 
to Pakistan ahead of his own 
presidential elections in 
October 

On Tuesday he abruptly 
cancelled a speecli to a state- 
mil think tank citing "other 


engagements". 

Officials denied security was 
a reason for the decision to 
pull-out of the address to 
diplomats. officials and 
journalists. 

"President Hamid Karzai's 
talk at the Institute of 
Strategic Studies was called 
off at the request of Afghan 
officials." Pakistani foreign 
ministry spokesman Masood 
Khan said 

"There was no security 
threat." 

A leading concern of the two 
nations is the fight against 
al-Qacda remnants and the 
Taleban 


"Anybody trying to carry out 
terrorist activities in 
Afghanistan or to disrupt 
election process or to create 
law and order problems will 
not be allowed from Pakistan 
- we will act against them." 
Mr Musharraf said on 
Monday. 

Mr Karzai said Pakistan and 
Afghanistan had a "common 
commitment to stamp out 
terrorism", the state-run 
Associated Press of Pakistan 
reported. 

"The two neighbors would 
strengthen capability and 
co-operation in the field of 
intelligence and the forces 
on the ground." it quoted the 
Afghan leader as say ing. 
Afghan officials have 
accused Pakistan of failing 
to stop Taleban fighters 
crossing the border to 
launch attacks 

They recently toned down 
the rhetoric, but there are 
still suspicions. 

The fate of Pakistanis 
captured during the US-led 
war in 2001 would also 
have been high on the 
agenda, our correspondent 


President Karzai postponed 
a planned visit to Pakistan 
in July because it coincided 
with the final day for 
registration of candidates in 
October's election 
He was anxious then, 
however, to stress how 
important relations with 
Pakistan were to 
Afghanistan, particularly on 
the battle both countries arc 
fighting against the Taleban. 
al-Qaeda and other Islamic 
militants. 

On the issue of the Pakistani 
prisoners held in Afghan 
jails, several hundred have 
been released but there are 
still hundreds more and 
Pakistan wants them back 
Boosting commercial ties is 
another big challenge. 

Because trade volumes are 
relatively small, both sides 
are building contacts for the- 
future.

US Accused Say Kabul Trial Unfair

A former US soldier 
accused of torture 
and hostage-taking 
in Afghanistan says 
he has not been 
given full access to 
evidence he needs 
to defend himself. 

The soldier. Jonathan 
Idema. is being tried along 

w ith two other Americans. 

A lawyer representing 
another of the arrested men 
said the American FBI had 
interfered with crucial 
c\ idencc before handing it 
over 

Mr Idema says his mission 
was approved by the 
Pentagon - a charge it 
denies. The case has been 
adiourned for a week. 
Speaking before the third 
public hearing on Monday. 


Mr Idema said the 
authorities had already 
decided he was guilty . 

But the .judge said the three 
men had been shown the 
ev idence which had been in 
the hands of the FBI. 

Last week the FBI released 
material which could be 
used as c\ idencc in the case. 
Mr Idema said the dircc 
men had had only very 
restricted access to the 
evidence turned over bv the 
FBI. 

The BBC's Andrew North, 
who is in the courtroom, 
said Mr Caraballo arrived in 
court using a crutch and 
showed journalists his feet 
which were badly bruised. 

Mr Idema said all three men 
bad been beaten regularly 
vvhille in custody. 

But the prosecutor 


dismissed this, saying Mr 
Caraballo had sustained his 
injuries because he had 
slipped 

The defense also showed 
video footage in court on 
Monday of the former 
education minister, Yunus 
Qanuni. meeting Mr Idema 
The video showed Mr 
Qanuni, a candidate in 
presidential elections due in 
October, congratulating the 
three men for arresting 
alleged terrorists and 
promising help 
Both the US and Afghan 
governments have denied 
any links with the three 
Americans, who have been 
criticized as "bounty 
hunters". 

The three men were arrested 
in July and charged with 
torture, kidnapping and 
running a private jail in 
Kabul 

If found guillv. Mr Idema. 



Mr Caraballo and a third 
man.

In an interview with the 


Associated Press, Mr Idema 
denied the men they are 
alleged to have detained had 
been tortured. 

"Nobody was hung upside 
down. Nobody was burned 
with cigarette butts, nobody 
was beaten, and nobody was 
tortured. 

"Did we interrogate people’’ 1 
Absolutely. Did we keep 
them up with sleep 
deprivation? Absolutely ." 
During the last hearing. Mr 
Idema had claimed that 
hundreds of videos, photos 
and documents were 
removed by FBI officers | 
after his arrest. 

He said the documents 
would prove that "while we 
were not in the United 
Slates Army we were 
working for the United 
States Army". 

Mr Idema said FBI agents 
had been present at one 
interrogation lie had carried 

out of a man lie described as 
a "terrorist". 

He has also said he handed 
over a senior Taleban figure 
in May to the US military at 
its main Bagram base north 
of Kabul 

US spokesmen later 
admitted they had received 
an Afghan man from Mr 
Idema. However, they said 
he was not who Mr Idema 
claimed and had been 
released two months later 
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
